The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  South  Carolina  met  in 
its  Seventy-First  Annual  Convention,  October  23,  1895,  m  St. 
Michael's  Church,  Lexington  County,  S.  C,  at  11  A.  M.

SOUTH  CAROLINA  SYNOD. 
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SECOND  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  October  23,  2  P.  M. 
Synod  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.   Edward  T.  Horn, 
D.  D. 

The  President  read  his  report,  which  was  received  and  held 
for  reference  to  the  proper  Committee. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Beloved  Brethren:  The  Synodical  year  just  closed  has  been  made 
memorable  in  the  annals  of  our  Synod  by  th°  death  of  some  of  our  most  useful 
and  distinguished  members.  We  grow  sad  as  we  note  the  absence  of  our 
faithful  Treasurer,  Major  P.  E.  Wise,  who  died  at  his  home  in  Prosperity, 
May  18,  1S95,  after  having  rilled  the  office  acceptably  for  over  twenty- 
nine  years.  We  mourn  our  loss  as  we  think  of  the  beloved  Dr.  Hawkins, 
whom  we  shall  meet  no  more  in  our  Church  councils.  He  passed  from 
cur  midst  July  16,  1895.  The  esteemed  and  ever  faithful  President  of 
Newberry  College,  Dr.  Geo.  W.  Holland,  was  translated  to  heavenly  rest 
and  reward  on  September  the  30th,  1895.  We  may  well  pause  amid  the 
duties  pressing  upon  our  attention  during  this  convention  of  our  Synod, 
to  give  expression  to  the  feeling  of  sorrow  which  has  thus  come  upon  us 
all. 

To  the  above  list  we  are  called  to  add  a  favorite  name,  that  of  Rev. 
J.  F.  Kiser,  who  died  at  Little  Mountain  August  13th,  1895.  Rev.  Drury 
Kyzer,  after  long  and  loviug  service  of  the  Master,  fell  asleep  in  Jesus  on 
Sunday  morning  last,  October  20th,  at  7  o'clock.  To  their  memory  you 
will  be  pleased  to  record  suitable  testimonials. 

I  present  herewith  a  statement  of  such  matters  coming  under  my  offi- 
cial knowledge  as  should  be  recorded  among  the  proceedings  of  this  body. 

CALLS  ACCEPTED 

Rev.  J.  H.  Wyse  accepted  a  call  to  St.  Matthews  and  Mt.  Lebanon,  and 
entered  upon  duty  January  1,  1895! 

Rev.  J.  D.  Bowles  took  charge  of  the  pastorate  composed  of  Bethlehem, 
St.  Phillip's  and  St.  Matthew's,  Newberry  County,  November  1,  1894. 

Rev.  J.  Hawkins,  D.  D.,  entered  upon  duty  at  St.  Luke's,  Newberry 
County,  January  I,  1895. 

Rev.  J.  G.  Schaid,  of  the  Tennessee  Synod,  became  pastor  of  St.  John's, 
Walhalla,  January — ,  1895. 

*  Rev.  Clarence  M.  Fox  was  called  to  the  Graniteville  charge,  and  began 
service  December  12,  1894.  ■ 

I  was  informed  by  Mr.  Geo.  S.  Bearden,  on  the  16th  instant,  that  he 
has  accepted  a  call  to  St.  Luke's,  Newberry  County,  and  that  he  con- 
tinues to  supply  Nazareth  and  Red  Bank,  Lexington  County. 

SUPPLIES. 

Rev.  S.  P.  Schumpert  informed  me,  February  it,  1895,  that  he  had 
consented  to  supply  Bethlehem,  Back  Creek,  Pisgah  and  St.  Matthew's, 
all  of  Lexington  County. 

Rev.  H.  P.  Counts  has  served  the  Leesville  charge  since  January  1,  1895. 
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Mr.  H.  A.  McCullough,  by  consent  of  the  President,  accepted  a  call 
to  supply  Mt.  Olivet,  Mt.  Pleasant  and  Union  Churches,  beginning  No- 
vember, 1894. 

Dr.  A.  G.  Voigt  informed  me,  November  8,  1894,  that  he  had  consen  ed 
to  preach  at  Mt.  Hermon,  at  Peak,  during  the  Sy  1  odical  year 

Rev.  J.  H.  Wyse  served  Macedonia  Church  during  the  mouths  of  No- 
vember and  December,  1894. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Sligh  has  been  Supplying  Bachman  Chapel  during  the  year. 

INSTALLATIONS 

February  3,  1895,  Rev.  J.  Hawkins,  D.  D.,  was  installed  pastor  of  St. 
Luke's,  Newberry  County, — President  G.  W.  Holland,  D.  D.,  officiating 
by  appointment  of  the  President  of  Synod. 

March  10,  1895,  by  similar  appointment,  President  G.  W.  Holland, 
D.  D.,  installed  Rev.  J.  H.  Wyse  as  pastor  of  St.  Matthew's  and  Mt.  Leb- 
anon, Orangeburg  County. 

By  official  appointment,  Rev.  L.  B.  Busby  installed  Rev.  N.  D.  Bodie, 
Pastor  of  the  Orangeburg  Chuch,  the  fourth  Sunday  in  November,  1894. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

On  the  12th  day  of  July,  1895,  Rev.  B.  W.  Cronk  resigned  Trinity  and 
Pine  Grove,  to  take  effect  November  r,  1895. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Wyse  resigned  the  Pomaria  charge,  said  resignation  taking 
effect  November  1,  1894. 

Rev.  J.  Hawkins,  D.  D.,  resigned  St.  Matthew's  and  Mt.  Lebanon,  to 
take  effect  January  1,  1895. 

Rev.  M.  J.  Epting  resigned  St.  Luke's,  preaching  his  last  sermon  there 
fourth  Sunday  in  November,  1894. 

Rev.  L.  E.  Busby,  December  1st,  1894,  resigned  the  Leesville  charge, 
in  obedience  to  call  of  the  Mission  Board  of  United  Synod. 

Rev.  T.  O.  Keister,  March,  1895,  resigned  Grace  Church,  Prosperity.

November  23,  1894,  Rev  J.  D.  Shealy  was  dismissed  to  the  North  Caro- 
lina Synod. 

January  4,  1895,  Rev.  M.  J.  Epting  was  dismissed  to  the  Synod  of

MISCELLANEOUS. 

March  28,  1895,  Rev.  T.  O.  Keister  forwarded  to  me  his  resignation  of 
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the  trea^uryship  of  the  Children's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Synod,  ac- 
companying the  same  by  his  report  with  proper  vouchers.  Said  resigna- 
tion was  accepted.    The  report  is  herewith  presented  marked  "R," 

The  treasuryship  of  the  Synod  becoming  vacant  upon  the  death  of  Maj. 
P.  E.  Wise,  I,  as  President,  assumed  the  office,  and  appointed  Mr.  A.  H. 
Kohn,  of  Prosperity,  as  my  agent  to  receive  the  books,  papers  and 
moneys,  and  to  act  for  me  as  Treasurer  of  Synod  until  this  convention  of 
the  Synod.  The  date  of  the  powers  of  attorney  under  which  Mr.  Kohn 
has  been  acting  is  May  31,  1895. 

On  the  6th  of  Mav,  1895,  Rev.  M.  M.  Kinard,  Ph.  D.,  was  appointed 
Treasurer  of  the  Children's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Synod,  in  place  of 
Rev.  T.  O.  Keister,  resigned. 

Mr.  J*»s.  D.  Kinard,  Mr.  H.  A.  McCullough  and  Mr.  Geo.  S.  Beardeu  have 
placed  on  file  a  formal  application  for  ordination  to  the  Gospel  ministry 
to  be  acted  upon  at  this  Convention  of  the  Synod. 

Your  attention  is  again  called  to  the  necessity  of  providing  against  the 
disintegration  of  charges  by  what  is  known  as  supplies  of  particular  con- 
gregations constituting  said  charges  Pastors  and  congregations  should 
be  careful  not  to  contravene  the  action  of  Synod  or  ignore  its  authority. 

I  invoke  the  guidance  of  the  Divine  Spirit  in  all  the  deliberations  of 
this  Convention,  and  the  favor  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  upon  all 
the  congregations  here  represented.

As  this  Church  made  its  own  arrangement  for  preach- 
ing last  year,  we  recommend  that  Mr.  Reeder  be  regularly  seated  as  a 
delegate  in  this  Synod. 

5th.  A  paper  from  Graniteville,  giving  a  statement  of  the  condition 
and  prospects  of  that  work.  We  recommend  that  this  paper  be  handed 
for  information  to  the  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  and  that

the  arrangement  joining  Graniteville-and  Orange  Chapel  be  continued. 
We  have  also  a  certificate  that  Mr.  P..  H.  Fulmer  was  elected  delegate 
from  Orange  Chapel.  We  recommend  that  he  be  regarded  as  delegate 
from  the  charge  and  duly  seated  in  this^Co^ention. 

6th.  Holy  Trinity  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  at  Little  Mountain, 
and  Macedonia  Church  have  been  referred  to  this  committee  for  arrange- 
ment into  a  pastorate.  We  recommend  that  these  two  Churches  be  put 
into  a  pastorate. 

7th.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  complications  may  arise  in  the  election  of 
delegates  from  churches  not  in  regular  pastorates,  that  hereafter^but  one 
delegate  shall  be  received  from  the  churches  supplied  by  any  pastor.

The  Executive  Committee  made  the  following  report,  which 
was  amended  and  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  MISSIONS. 

At  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  was 
held  in  Grace  Church,  Prosperity,  S.  C,  November  14,  1894,  the  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected:  Rev.  J.  B.  Fox,  Chairman;  Mr.  A.  .  H.  Kohn, 
Secretary;  Maj.  P.  E.  Wise,  Treasurer. 

The  Committee  has  suffered  the  loss  by  death,  of  Rev.  J.  Haw- 
kins, D.  D.,  and  Maj.  P.  E.  Wise.  Rev.  T.  O.  Keister  having 
accepted  a  call  to  Greencastle,  Pennsylvania,  was  released  from  the  work 
committed  to  us.  After  the  death  of  Maj.  P.  E.  Wise,  Mr.  A.  H. 
Kohn  was  appointed  Treasurer  cf  the  Synod,  and  thereby  became,  ex- 
officio,  Treasurer  of  the  Committee. 

1.  The  Augusta  Mission. — An  appropriation  of  ^325  was  made  to 
the  salary  of  1  he  pastor,  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman,  a  small  deficit  of  which 
remains  to  be  paid  at  this  Convention  of  Synod.  137  members  are  now 
enrolled,  23  of  whom  are  non-resident.  The  Sunday-School  has  109 
teachers  and  scholars.  The  average  attendance  at  public  worship  is  65. 
This  number,  in  the  pastor's  opinion,  is  not  as  large  as  it  should  be.  The 
percentage  of  attendance  is,  however,  favorable  when  compared  with  the 
other  churches  of  the  city.  The  benevolence,  owing  to  the  general 
financial  depression,  has  not  been  equal  to  the  amounts  contributed  in 
previous  years,  and  excepting  the  special  efforts  made  during  November 
and  December  last,  little  has  been  paid  toward  the  liquidation  of  the 
debt  on  the  Church  property,  which  now  amounts  to  $1,290.  The  Cate- 
chetical class  numbers  from  ten  to  thirteen,  the  most  of  whom  will  be 
added  to  the  congregation  in  the  near  future.  For  considerations  of  health 
the  Pastor  has  been  moved  to  change  the  location  of  his  residence  to  a 
more  desirable  house  than  the  one  which  his  family  has  occupied  during 
the  last  seven  years.    This  change  necessitates  an  additional  expense  to 
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him  for  rent  of  $36  per  year.  Altogether,  the  work  in  Augusta  is 
making  commendable  progress  under  the  faithful  pastoral  service  of 
Bro.  Hallman. 

2.  Granitevilee  Mission.  — On  the  second  Sunday  of  last  December 
Rev.  Clarence  M.  Fox,  of  Virginia,  who  had  received  the  call  of  the 
Churches  constituting  this  Mission,  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his 
duties  as  pastor,  and  has  since  been  faithfully  prosecuting  them.  The 
Committee  endorsed  the  call  and  appropriated  $200  to  the  pastors  salary. 
In  July  last,  the  Committee  received  some  information  of  dissatisfaction 
with  the  pastor's  services,  principally  in  the  Orange  Chapel  Congregation, 
and  also  the  action  of  the  Joint  Council  of  the  charge,  stating  that  calls 
of  "first  and  second  choice"  had  been  extended  to  other  young  ministers  of 
the  Synod.  We  have  not  received  any  notification  of  the  acceptance  of 
either  of  them;  one  having  accepted  a  call  to  another  State;  and  the 
other  continues  in  his  present  field.  The  Committee  has  waited  for  fur- 
ther advice  in  regard  to  the  action  of  the  Joint  Council  or  of  the  congre- 
gations, but  has  not  received  any  up  to  this  date.  We  presume  that  the 
present  arrangement  will  continue. 

3.  The  Orangeburg  Mission. — Rev.  N.  D.  Bodie  has  been  laboring 
with  earnestness  and  acceptance  in  this  growing  town,  and  under  his 
faithful  ministrations  the  congregation  seems  to  be  taking  a  new  f-nergy 
and  vitality.  The  Committee  on  Pastoral  Districts  at  the  last  Synod 
offered  the  following  item  as  a  part  of  the  report  which  was  adopted. 
(See  page  27  of  the  Minutes,  1894): 

"We  recommend  that  the  Sumter  and  Orangeburg  congregations  con- 
stitute a  pastorate,  if  practicable,  and  that  they  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  Missions." 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  after  the  adjournment 
of  the  Syncd,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

" Resolved  1,  That  the  Orangeburg  and  Sumter  congregations  be  urged 
to  unite,  and  that  the  appropriation  be  fixed  at  $225  for  the  year,  for  the 
two  points,  and  that  one  Sunday  be  given  to  Sumter  and  three  to  Orange- 
burg per  month,  and  that  Sumter  be  required  to  pay  the  travelling  ex- 
penses of  the  minister  to  serve  them. 

"Resolved  <?,  That,  if  Orangeburg  refuse  to  unite  with  Sumter,  that  the 
appropriation  for  Orangeburg  be  made  $125  for  the  year  ending  with  the 
next  meeting  of  Synod." 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  was  instructed  to  carry  these  resolu- 
tions into  effect  either  by  letter  or  in  person.  This  he  endeavored  to  do. 
The  Orangeburg  congregation  refused  to  comply  with  the  order  of  the 
Synod  and  the  Committee.  They  claimed  that  the  #200  appropriated  by 
the  Committee  to  the  support  of  Mr.  Bodie  before  the  meeting  of  the  last 
Synod  was  "justly  theirs."  They  believed  that  by  retaining  the  whole 
time  and  service  of  their  pastor  the  congregation  would  soon  become  self- , 
sustaining.  The'  pastor-  was  unwilling  to  undertake  to  do  what  he  con-, 
sidered  as  "double  work  for  an  additional  pay  of  $25." 

The  plan  having  failed,  and  provision  for  services  for  the  Sumter  con- 
gregation having  been  made,  the  Committee,  at  its  meeting,  on  January 
l8>  l895»  resolved  to  appropriate  $200  to  the  salary  of  the  Orangeburg 
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pastor  for  the  year  ending  at  this  meeting,  this  appropriation  having  been 
left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  congregation  has  been  receiving  the  aid  of  the  Synod  for  forty 
years,  having  been  organized,  as  we  are  informed,  in  1855.  The  mem- 
bership during  the  last  year  has  increased  from  73  to  77.  The  average 
attendance  at  public  worship  is  40.  The  Sunday-school  numbers  65 
teachers  and  scholars.    Eight  catechumens  have  been  taught. 

4.  The  Sumter  Mission. — The  Chairman,  in  obedience  to  the  in- 
struction of  the  Committee,  visited  Sumter  in  December,  1894,  and 
conferred  with  the  congregation  in  regard  to  the  union  with  the  Orange- 
burg congregation,  to  which  they  were  willing  to  assent.  This,  however, 
having  been  refused  by  the  Orangeburg  congregation,  an  arrangement 
was  made  to  have  Sumter  supplied  from  Newberry,  with  services 
once  each  month.  This,  for  some  reason  unknown  to  the  Committee, 
did  not  continue,  though  expression  of  satisfaction  came  from  Sumter; 
and  later  Rev.  B.  W.  Cronk  was  engaged  to  preach  for  the  congregation 
once  a  month  at  night,  to  which  we  cheerfully  assented.  The  Mission 
owns  a  very  desirable  lot  worth  $800,  from  which  a  lot  worth  $300  can 
be  sold  to  aid  in  building  the  Church.  It  is  believed  that  sufficient  lum- 
ber to  complete  the  building  will  be  donated.  Liberal  aid  is  expected 
from  the  citizens  of  Sumter  when  they  see  that  the  enterprise  is  under- 
taken. It  is  very  probable  that  the  Woman's  Synodical  Missionary  So- 
ciety which  has  just  met  at  Spring  Hill  will  resolve  to  aid  this  Mission  in 
addition  to  their  regular  contributions,  though  we  have  not  been  informed 
as  to  the  action  taken.  Sumter  is  a  growing  city.  There  are  about  45 
loyal  Lutherans  who  are  conscientously  devoted  to  their  Church.  They 
have  an  active  Ladies'  Aid  Society  and  an  interesting  Sunday-school. 
If  this  Synod  could  give  them  assistance  to  the  amount  of  $500,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  help  afforded  by  the  ladies,  the  Lutheran  Church  in  Sumter  in 
all  probab  lity  would  be  established. 

5.  The  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been  called  to  Eutawville,  a 
town  of  three  or  four  hundred  inhabitants  on  the  C.  S.  &  N.  R  R., 
where  there  are  thirteen  Lutherans  who  will  pay  $125  a  year  for  services 
once  each  month.  Florence  is  also  recommended  as  a  Mission  field.  We 
recommend  that  these  places  be  referred  to  the  next  Executive  Commit- 
tee. 

6.  In  order  to  comply  with  our  obligations  made  to  the  Missionaries, 
the  Committee  has  borrowed  during  the  year  £500,  in  the  form  of  three 
notes,  which  with  interest  to  this  date  amounts  to  $522.75.  We  have  the 
offer  from  Rev.  T.  O.  Keister,  from  whom  the  loan  was  secured,  to  con- 
tinue to  loan  as  much  as  $300  or  $500  at  7  per  cent,  interest  from  Nov.  1, 
1895,  to  Nov.  1,  1896,  either  to  the  Synod  or  to  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee. We  recommend  that  this  offer  be  accepted,  provided,  that  there  are 
not  sufficient  funds  to  pay  these  notes  at  this  convention  of  Synod.  We 
would,  however,  urge  upon  the  Synod,  to  take  some  action,  or  set  in 
operation  some  plan  by  which  this  necessity  of  making  loans  to  pay  the 
pledges  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  discontinue.  There  is  danger, 
that,  unless  the  congregations  can  be  brought  to  contribute  to  the  work 
regularly  during  the  year,  that  the  accumulation  of  loans  will  become 
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embarrass  in  3?.  We  suggest  that  the  special  attention  of  the  Churches  be 
called  to  this  matter,  and  that  they  be  urged  to  send  in  their  contribu- 
tions to  the  Treasurer  during  the  Synodical  year. 

7  The  amount  of  $119  is  still  due  on  the  salaries  of  the  Missionaries  at 
Augusta,  Graniteville  and  Orangeburg,  and  the  balance  due  which  we 
recommend  to  be  paid  at  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

8.  We  recommend  that  Synod  ccntinue  the  appropriation  of  $Soo  to 
this  Committee. 

9.  The  Committee  respectfully  recommends  that  all  its  acts  be  ap- 
proved, and  all  its  claims  be  ordered  paid,  or  satisfactorily  arranged.

Your  Committee  on  Conferences  beg  leave  to  make  (he  following 
r  eport: 

The  Joint  Conference  of  the  Tennessee  and  South  Carolina  Synods 
held  two  meetings  during  the  past  Syuodical  year.  At  these  meetings 
questions  of  doctrinal  and  practical  import  were  discussed. 

These  meetings  were  well  attended,  both  by  ministers  and  delegates. 
The  reports  on  the  State  of  Religion  show  that  the  churches  are  in  a 
healthy  condition.  This  Joint  Conference  held  a  Sunday-School  Conven- 
tion in  the  month  of  August,  at  which  time  questions  of  practical  impor- 
tance to  the  Sunday-Scho  >1  work  were  discussed. 

Large  charges  and  supply  preaching  were  mentioned  as  drawbacks  to 
the  upbuilding  of  the  Church. 

The  Newberry  Conference  held  two  meetings  during  the  pas  I  year. 
These  meetings  were  well  attended,  both  by  ministers  and  laymen. 
Questions  on  Church  work  and  doctrine  were  discussed.  This  Conference 
held  a  Sunday-School  Convention  in  the  month  of  August,  which  was 
well  attended  by  the  people,  but  slimly  attended  by  the  ministers  of 
Conference.  This  indifference  on  the  part  of  some  ministers  to  attend 
these  meetings  is  to  be  regreted.

REPORT  OF  THE   BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  NEWBERRY 

COLLEGE. 

Since  the  last  session  of  Synod  the  Board  has  held  two  meetings,  the 
regular  meeting  in  June  and  a  special  meeting  on  the  23d  instant.  The 
special  meeting  was  called  to  consider  the  present  condition  and  future 
management  of  the  institution  in  view  of  the  death  of  its  distinguished 
and  honored  President,  Geo.  W.  Holland,  D.  D.,  under  whose  wise,  able 
and  unselfish  guidance  it  has  attained  to  great  usefulness  and  a  high 
standard  of  excellence,  and  in  whose  death  we  are  profoundly  sensible  of 
our  irreparable  loss.  An  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Board  will  be  held  on 
the  12th  of  November  to  elect  a  President;  until  which  time  the  present 
provisional  arrangement  will  be  continued.  The  faculty,  with  Rev.  Prof. 
A.  G.  Voigt  as  Chairman,  and  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Y.  V.  A.  Riser, 
in  the  Preparatory  department  have  made  such  a  distribution  of  duties  as 
enables  them  to  provide  for  all  recitations  of  all  classes,  without  interup- 
tion  or  irregularity. 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Faculty  that  the  number  of  students 
enrolled  at  the  present  date  is  83,  of  which  70  are  in  the  College  classes 
and  13  in  the  Preparatory  department.  It  also  appears  that  the  debt  of 
the  college  on  account  of  current  expenses  has  accumulated  to  the 
amount  of  $1,000.  Besides  this  debt  there  is  a  balance  of  some  $2,800 
due  on  the  Keller  Memorial  Science  Hall.  The  payment  of  this  balance 
should  be  provided  for  as  soon  as  practicable.  The  building,  which  is 
completed  and  occupied,  adds  much  to  the  value  of  the  college  property. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  recommends: 

1.  That  Synod  make  the  following  appropriations  for  the  college:  $150 
for  insurance  and  $600  to  be  applied  as  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
direct.  •  1 

2.  That  Synod  employ  an  agent  to  canvass  for  students  and  for  funds 
for  the  endowment  of  the  college.

We  submit  the  following: 

A  spirit  of  Christian  activity  is  found  recorded  in  most  of  the  reports.  It 
is  encouraging  to  note  the  longing  of  the  pastors  f  r  greater  activity  in 
the  work  of  the  Lord. 

While  there  are  some  in  most  congregations  who  are  sadly  derelict  in 
attending  divine  services,  there  is  a  faithfulness  in  our  Churches  in 
keeping  the  sanctuary  that  has  great  promise  of  reward 

Our  people  have  responded  in  large  measure  to  the  calls  for  benevo- 
lence, and  if  there  is  a  seeming  lack  on  the  part  of  congregations  in  this  line 
it  is  most  likely  attributable  to  the  fault  of  the  pastors. 

The  Sunday-schools,  the  great  nursery  of  the  Church,  are  reported  in 
an  encouraging  manner.  Increased  attention  here  seems  to  be  bearing 
abundant  fruit.  In  connection  with  catechisation  which  has  steadily 
gained  ground  of  late  years,  the  instruction  of  the  young  in  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Christian  religion  gives  us  cause  for  great  hope  of  the  future. 

Our  people  have  resp- uded  liberall}- to  calls  for  benevolence  and  the 
financial  outlook  is  hopeful.  When  the  people  understand  the  impor- 
tance of  this  branch  of  the  Church  work  they  usually  do  their  part. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  disposition  to  keep  our  Churches  in  order 
and  to  enlarge  our  educational  facilities. 

The  lack  of  interest  in  regard  to  our  Church  literature  deserves  serious 
consideration.  Ignorance  of  our  Church  work  paralyzes  the  efforts  of

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SYNODICAL  SUPERIN- 
TENDENCY. 

Your  Committee  appointed  at  last  Convention  o"  this  body  to  cousiuer 
the  matter  of  Synodical  Superintendency  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  President  of  Synod  shall  be  General  Super- 
intendent, who  together  with  the  Presidents  of  the  Conferences  organ- 
ized under  the  autho  ity  of  the  board,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Su[  er- 
inlendents,  with  powers  hereafter  specified. 

2.  The  President  shall  continue  to  be  clothed  with  the  same  powers  he 
now  has  under  the  Constitution  of  the  Synod,  together  with  such  addi- 
tional authority  as  may  be  vested  in  him  by  virtue  of  his  office  as  General 
Superintendent. 

3.  The  duties  of  the  office  of  General  Superintendent  shall  be: 

{a)  He  shall  meet  with  the  Conferential  Superintendents  at  least  once 
during  the  Synodical  year  at  such  place  and  time  as  may  be  decided 
upon,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  means  and  measures  for  promoting  the 
welfare  of  the  Churches  and  for  the  proper  execution  of  the  same. 

{b)  In  the  prosecution  of  the  duties  of  his  office  he  shall  be  recognized 
as  having  authority  to  direct  the  Conferential  Superintendents  in  any 
matters  pertaining  to  their  office. 

(c)  He  shall  make  a  full  written  report  to  Synod  of  all  matters  that  have 
claimed  his  attention  during  the  Synodical  year. 

(d)  He  shall  direct  the  Conferential  Superintendents  in  regard  to  the 
following  matters:  Vacancies  that  may  occur  in  Churches  or  charges; 
disturbances  occurring  in  the  same;  counsel  in  all  matters  of  oversight  or 
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administration  that  may  be  necessary  or  proper;  pastoral  support  and 
financial  measures  directed  by  Synod;  and  all  other  matters  that  may 
contribute  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Churches. 

(e)  Should  the  personal  attention  of  the  General  Superintendent  be  re- 
quired in  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  above  named  measures  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  render  the  same. 

4.  The  duties  of  the  Conferential  Superintendents  shall  be : 

(a)  They  shall  meet  in  obedience  to  the  call  of  the  General  Superin_ 
tendent. 

{b)  They  shall  recognize  the  authority  of  the  General  Superintendent 
in  all  matters  directed  by  him. 

(c)  They  shall  give  oversight  of  all  the  Churches  and  charges  in  their 
respective  bounds,  give  counsel  and  advice  in  all  matters  of  disturb- 
ance, provide  services  for  vacant  congregations  and  destitute  places,  and 
co-operate  with  the  General  Superintendent  in  the  execution  of  all  plans 
and  measures  devised  by  the  Synod,  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
directed  by  said  General  Superintendent. 

(d)  They  shall  make  a  full  written  report  to  the  General  Superin- 
tendent of  all  duties  performed  by  them  at  least  four  weeks  before  the 
meeting  of  Synod. 

(e)  They  shall  promptly  report  to  the  General  Superintendent  all  mat- 
ters that  should  claim  his  attention. 

5.  The  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  the  General  Superintendent  in 
his  attendance  upon  the  annual  convention  shall  be  met  by  the  Synod; 
and  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  Conferential  Superintendents  shall  be 
met  by  their  respective  Conferences. 

6.  All  due  respect  shall  be  shown  by  pastors  and  congregations  to  the 
General  Superintendent  and  the  Conferential  Superintendents  m  the 
discharge  of  their  respective  duties;  but  it  is  understood  that  the  above 
officers  shall  not  trespass  upon  the  peculiar  rights  of  said  pastors  or  con- 
gregations. 

7.  In  order  that  no  conflict  may  arise  between  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  Missions  and  the  above  Board  of  Superintendents,  it  is  herein  pro- 
vided that  there  shall  be  no  interference  with  the  work  of  said  Executive  j 
Committee  as  provided  by  Synod.       Respectfully  submitted,

y^NEV.  JACOB  HAWKINS,  D.  D.,  was  born  in  Newberry  County, 
S-  Cv  September  4,  1828.  He  was  dedicated  to  the  Lord  by 
X|  baptism  in  infancy  and  confirmed  at  the  age  of  15  years.  At  21 
^  years  he  entered  the  Classical  and  Theological  Seminary  at  Lex- 
ington, S.  C,  where  he  completed  a  five  years'  course.  In  1855  he  was 
licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel  and  in  1857  ordained  to  the  office  of  the 
Holy  Ministry  by  the  South  Carolina  Synod.  July  16,  1895,  at  the  age 
of  66  years,  10  months  and  12  days  the  Master  said  "It  is  enough,  come 
up  higher."  He  passed  from  the  labors  of  the  Church  militant  to  the 
joy  and  bliss  of  the  Church  triumphant. 

Dr.  Hawkins  was  engaged  in  the  active  ministry  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  for  forty  years.  As  pastor  he  was  sympathetic  and  much  beloved. 
He  was  an  eloquent  and  forcible  expounder  of  Divine  truth.  To  dwell  upon 
the  plan  of  Salvation  through  faith  in  Christ  was  his  delight.  He  served 
pastorates  in  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  West  Virginia  and  Maryland. 

As  editor  of  the  Lutheran  Visitorhz  served  some  twenty  years,  and  was 
recognized  and  esteemed  as  one  of  the  ablest  Christian  editors  of  his 
time.  With  the  pen  of  a  ready  writer  he  graphically  set  forth  the  needs 
and  duty  of  the  Church,  and  also  contended  earnestly  and  fearlessly  for 
the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints.  He  was  a  progressive,  yet  conserva- 
tive Lutheran  theologian.  He  stood  as  a  link  that  binds  the  historic 
past  to  the  hopeful  future.  As  we  record  his  death,  we  feel  that  truly  a 
great  and  useful  man  has  fallen.  A  landmark  of  the  Lutheran  Synod  of 
South  Carolina  has  been  removed.  Sadly  we  miss  his  inspiring  presence, 
familiar  voice  and  wise  counsel  in  our  deliberations.  The  South  Carolina 
Synod,  Newberry  College  and  our  Seminary  had  in  Dr.  Hawkins  a  true 
and  tried  friend  of  ripe  scholarship  and  rich  experience. 

His  untiring  fidelity  in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  should  be  an  inspi- 
ration to  us  who  remain.  Thank  God  for  the  gift  of  such  men  !  Though 
departed,  they  will  continue  to  speak  to  us.  They  rest.  Their  works 
follow  them.

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MINUTES  OF 


GEORGE  W.  HOLLAND,  PH.D..  D.  D. 


EV.  GEO.  W.  HOLLAND,  D.  D.,  the  beloved  and  honored  Presi- 
dent of  Newberry  College,  having  served  his  day  and  generation 
in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  fell  asleep  September  30,  1895,  in  the 
full  strength  and  usefulness  of  manhood,  at  the  age  of  57  years, 
2  months  and  14  days.  Dr.  Holland  was  born  at  Churchville,  Augusta 
County,  Virginia,  July  16,  1838. 

A  graduate  of  Roanoke  College  and  Gettysburg  Theological  Seminary, 
he  entered  the  holy  office  of  the  ministry  in  i860.  He  served  with  faith- 
fulness and  acceptance  different  churches  in  the  Virginia  and  South 
Carolina  Synods.  In  1867  he  married  Miss  Pauline  Bittle,  daughter  of 
the  distinguished  President  of  Roanoke  College.  His  faithful  wife,  the 
devoted  companion  of  all  his  labors,  still  survives  him.  In  1874  he  was 
elected  Professor  of  Ancient  Languages  in  Newberry  College,  and  four 
years  later  became  President  of  this  institution.  Both  as  a  pastor  and 
preacher  Dr.  Holland  ranked  among  the  first  in  our  Southern  Church. 

His  strong  magnetism  drew  to  him  the  hearts  of  his  parishioners,  and 
his  deep  personal  piety  bound  them  to  him  as  with  bands  of  steel. 
Earnest  and  impressive,  forceful  and  logical,  he  always  commanded  and 
held  the  attention  of  his  audiences,  preaching  in  its  beauty  and  simplicity 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  But  it  was  especially  as  an  educator  and 
trainer  of  young  men,  in  his  position  as  President  of  Newberry  College, 
that  Dr.  Holland  easily  stood  primus  inter  pares  amoug  his  brethren.  In 
this  position  all  the  noble  traits  of  his  character  reached  their  full  devel- 
opment and  maturity. 

In  this  work  he  found  both  his  true  prof ession  and  constant  inspiration. 
A  cultivated  Christian  manhood  for  the  young  men  of  our  Southern 
Church  was  the  one  object,  of  his  life,  from  which  no  obstacle  could  deter 
him,  nor  ease  or  emolument  seduce  him.  Faithful  to  his  trust,  he  lived 
for  Newberry  College;  faithful  to  his  trust,  he  gave  his  life  for  her,  dying 
at  his  post,  with  the  last  audible  words,  "God  bless  Newberry  College." 
Recognizing  his  unswerving  loyalty  to  the  high  trust  committed  to  him, 
truly  might  our  Synod  write  his  epitaph  in  the  one  word  '  'Kept. ' '  Varied 
and  profound  in  his  intellectual  attainments,  he  was  for  all  his  pupils  the 
highest  type  of  the  Christian  scholar  and  gentleman. .  In  his  manners 
were  happily  combined  the  nobility,  sincerity,  firmness  and  courtesy 
which  compelled  and  persuaded  to  obedience.  In  his  character  they  saw 
a  deep,  intense  selfhood  or  personality,  which  made  him  the  man  among 
men  for  them  to  follow  and  emulate.  In  his  work  was  beautifully  mani- 
fested the  controlling  characteristic  of  his  life,  that  of  self-denial,  which 
caused  him  to  wear  out  himself  in  the  sweet  humility  of  serving  others. 
'  'Faithful  unto  death, ' '  his  works  do  follow  him.  His  most  enduring  mon- 
uments will  be  the  Christian  manhood  he  has  impressed  on  hundreds  of 
young  men,  and  the  grateful  memory  of  the  Church  and  Synod  he  served 
so  well. 

In  the  buildings  which  crown  the  College  hill  at  Newberry  will  always 
dwell  the  felt  presence  of  his  influence  for  good,  while  in  countless  homes 
in  our  southland  will  this  influence  multiply  itself  year  by  year  a  hun- 
dred fold.

Y^vEV.  DRURY  KYZER  was  born  the  7th  day  of  November,  1819, 
an&  died  October  20,  1895,  making  his  earthly  pilgrimage  75 
X|  years,  11  months  and  13  days.  He  was  baptised  in  infancy,  con- 
^  firmed  in  early  life  a  member  of  St.  John's  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  (Calk's  Road),  Lexington  County,  S.  C,  of  which  he  remained  a 
valuable  member  to  his  death. 

He  was  united  in  holy  matrimory  to  Miss  Hepsey  Keisler  on  the  17th 
day  of  February,  1842,  who  shared  with  him  in  the  joys  and  trials  of  this 
life  for  thirty-five  years,  when  death  called  her  from  his  side  to  her 
reward  on  high,  leaving  eleven  children,  two  of  whom  preceded  the 
father  to  the  world  of  bliss. 

He  was  ordained  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel  and  made  a  member  of  the 
South  Carolina  Synod  in  1866,  and  continued  in  this  glorious  work  till 
the  Master  called  him  home  to  the  Church  Triumphant. 

He  was  married  to  Martha  Chapman,  his  second  wife,  December  18, 
1879,  who  stiH  survives  him. 

He  served  as  Pastor  of  various  churches  and  charges  in  the  bounds  of 
the  South  Carolina  Synod  in  Lexington  and  adjacent  counties. 

He  was  faithful  to  his  calling,  always  manifesting  his  love  and  deep 
devotion  to  the  Master  and  the  cause  he  had  espoused,  and  loved  by  all 
who  knew  him  as  a  devoted  Christian  worker.  He  expressed  his  regret 
shortly  before  his  death  that  he  was  not  physically  able  to  go  on  break- 
ing the  bread  of  life  to  a  dying  world.  He  is  sadly  missed  by  us  who 
were  co-laborers  with  him  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord,  by  those  in  his 
home  and  among  his  large  circle  of  relatives,  and  by  all  who  know  of  his 
consecrated  efforts  to  serve  his  Master  in  leading  souls  to  the  blessed 
Saviour.  Many  can  point  to  him  as  the  means  of  leading  them  to  Christ. 
There  is  only  one  thing  which  you  hear  from  him  now.  It  is  the  echo  ol 
his  well  known  voice.  Oh!  hear  that  voice.  Let  its  silent  echoes  thrilf 
our  hearts,  and  may  we  resolve  to  devote  ourselves  anew  to  the  interests 
of  that  Church,  whose  prosperity  lay  so  near  his  heart.  We  could  wish 
that  he  had  remained  with  us  longer  in  the  field  of  labor  and  upon  the 
field  of  battle,  but  the  Lord  has  decided  otherwise  and  his  will,  not  ours, 
be  done.

The  President's  Report  was  read  by  Miss  Sara  Wheeler  and 
referred  to  a  committee. 

President's  Report. 

Dear  Sisters:  After  twelve  months  separation  we  meet  again  as  a  convention.  We 
come  from  our  respective  places  of  services  to  help,  and  be  helped,  and  to  catch  inspira" 
tion  for  the  coming  year.  In  the  name  of  our  King,  I  greet  you  and  invoke  His 
blessing  upon  this  convention.  One  year  ago  a  change  was  n  ade  in  your  Executive 
Committee,  and  the  leadership  was  entrusted  to  new  inexperienced  hands.  I  have 
keenly  felt  the  responsibility  of  the  position,  and  with  Gods  help  have  tried  to  do  what 
I  could  for  the  advancement  of  His  Kingdom.  I  now  hand  back  the  sacred  trust  com- 
mitted to  me. 

At  this  Tenth  Annual  Convention,  we  may  well  take  a  backward  glance  and  see  if 
there  has  been  the  steady  growth  and  enlargement  in  activity,  which  we  might  reason- 
ably expect. 

Upon  examination  of  the  minutes,  I  find  there  has  not  been  that  improvement,  which 
we  would  love  to  note. 

The  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  was  organized  in  January,  1885. 
The  first  fiscal  year  closed  with  November  of  the  same  year,  and  the  amount  received 
up  to  that  time  was.  $343  55;  second  year  closing  October  1S86,  $604.55;  third  year  1887, 
$693  07;  fourth  year  18S8.  $619  48;  fifth  year  1889,  $607.51;  sixth  year  1890,  $732.04;  seventh 
year  891,  $579.22;  eighth  year,  1892,  $585.08;  ninth  year  1893,  $660.75;  tenth  year  1894, 
$572.11;  total  $5,997.06;  which  amount  does  not  include  payment  for  1895.  This  year  will 
make  the  eleventh  payment,  but  is  the  Tenth  Annual  Convention.  Fast  year  twenty-six 
societies  contributed,  twenty  reported  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  497  members. 
More  was  contributed  in  1890  than  any  succeeding  year.  A  smaller  amount  was  given 
in  1894  than  in  any  year  since  its  organization.  Only  ten  delegates  were  present  at  the 
convention,  repiesenting  nine  societies.  We  have  "not  been  able  to  see  the  fruitage 
from  our  labors,  which  we  expected,  yet  we  have  been  casting  bread  upon  the  waters, 
which  will  return  in  God's  own  time.  Fruitage  presupposes  trial  and  weariness. 
Were  it  not  for  this,  our  own  hearts  would  faint  and  our  hands  grow  weary  oft-times 
as  we  sow  the  seed.  May  the  coming  year  be  characterized  by  more  earnest  prayer, 
stronger  faith,  greater  zeal,  greater  self-denial,  larger  liberality  and  increasing  activity, 
We  need  to  work  together,  shoulder  to  shoulder,  heart  to  heart,  each  one  bringing  hex 
best  service,  her  best  talents,  with  a  resolve  to  bear  her  part.  We  need  to  come  from 
our  closet  of  prayer  to  each  session  of  our  convention,  for  we  know  that  of  ourselves  we 
can  do  nothing,  but  can  do  all  things  through  Christ,  who  strengthened  thee.  Our  hearts 
should  be  filled  with  gratitude  for  the  privilege  and  honor  of  being  co-laborers  with  him 
in  the  enlightenment  and  salvation  of  the  world. 

Fet  the  Church  not  shrink  from  facing  the  facts— the  destitution  still  unreached  is 
appalling.  The  people  of  God  must  understand  and  feel  the  emergency  and  extremity 
of  a  dying  world  and  their  own  opportunity,  obligation  and  ability  with  reference  to  it. 
The  whole  world  now  lies  open  before  us.  There  is  something  wrong  in  the  Church 
of  Christ  when  denominational  zeal  outstrips  that  nobler  zeal  for  the  Evangelization  of 
the  vast  multitudes  that  are  absolutely  uncared  for.  The  Missionary  policy  outlined 
by  Christ  for  His  Church  is  not  concentration,  but  diffusion.  While  we  are  concentrating 
on  home  work  what  is  to  become  of  the  millions  of  mankind  in  other  regions  who 
have  but  one  lifetime  in  which  to  hear  the  Gospel? 

Auxiliary  Societies.— We  have,  during  the  year,  corresponded  with  some  of  the 
societies  which  had  become  inactive.  We  received  replies  from  several  stating  that 
they  would  try  to  awaken  the  interest.  Some  have  shown  increased  zeal.  There  is 
often  an  incorrect  idea,  among  many,  of  the  real  purpose  of  a  Missionary  society.  It  is 
not  what  we  get,  but  what  we  give,  comes  first.  Entertainment  is  not  the  object  of  our 
meetings.  The  spiritual  should  be  emphasized.  If  the  very  thought  of  prayer  keeps 
many  from  attending,  and  asking  one  to  pray  is  equivalent  to  asking  her  to  stay  away, 
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this  certainly  is  not  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  missions.  Prayer  is  a  potent  factor 
in  Ushering  in  Christ's  kingdom. 

'.'Whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  my  nome,  that  will  I  do  that  the  Father  may  be  glorified 
in  the  Son."  Do  not  accommodate  the  meeting  to  the  unspirituul  aud  worldly  minded. 
We  can  get  along  without  entertainment,  but  not  without  prayer.  Believe  in  the 
presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  know  that  the  work  is  done.  "Not  by  might  nor  by 
power,  but  by  my  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts  "  Each  member  should  be  made  to 
feel  that  she  has  a  part  to  perform  at  every  meeting  of  the  society. 

Literature  Committee.— It  is  impossible  to  get  one  interested  in  any  subject 
about  which  he  is  in  a  manner  comparatively  ignorant.  Nothing  so  awakens  a  mis- 
sionary zeal  as  a  familiarity  with  the  work  and  the  workers.  Especially  does  the 
officers  of  our  Auxiliary  Societies  need  all  the  information  that  can  be  gained.  Mis- 
sionary intelligence  is  the  onejthing  needful  with  many  of  our  members. 

If  we  can  make  our  people  intelligent  on  *he  subject  they  will  become  missionary 
workers  almost  in  spite  of  themselves.  Facts  are  said  to  be  the  fingers  of  God.  With 
the  great  facts  of  Christian  Missions  comprehended  by  the  believer,  there  must  go 
substantial  sympathy  and  permanent  interest.  What  is  the  hindrance  to  missions 
when  the  printing  press  offers  to  fill  every  need,  the  steamship  and  the  railway  carry 
us  to  the  limits  of  the  earth,  when  the  richest  nations  on  the  globe  are  Christian 
nations? 

It  is  want  of  love  for  Christ  and  lack  of  information  If  we  once  learn  of  the  wonder- 
ful work  of  God's  providenee  and  spirit  among  the  depraved' and  degraded  heathen 
tribes  of  the  earth,  a  flame  will  be  lit  in  our  hearts,  which  will  neither  be  quenched  nor 
confined,  but  which,  fed  by  personal  contact  and  subsequent  reading  will  become  a 
mighty  fire. 

I  commend  to  you  the  work  of  our  efficient  Literature  Committee.  A  detailed 
account  af  their  work  will  doubtless  be  given  in  their  report.  Some  funds  should  be 
appropriated  to  their  use  and  a  practical  plan  be  devised  at  this  meeting  for  the  distri- 
bution of  missionary  literature.. 

At  the  last  Convention  it  was  resolved:  "That  the  members  of  each  Auxiliary 
Society  be  required  to  pay  five  cents  annually  to  constitute  the  incidental  fund."  I 
recommend  that  a  part  of  this  incidental  fee  be  given  to  this  object  and  the  Literature 
Committee  be  instructed  to  send  out  monthly  or  quarterly  to  each  society,  a  bible 
study,  several  tracts  and  mission  studies,  to  be  used  at  the  regu'ar  monthly  meetings. 
In  this  way  the  Chairman  of  Literature  Committee  will  be  brought  into  direct  contact 
with  the  Secretary  of  each  Auxiliary  Society,  and  will  thus  be  able  to  obtain  any  facts 
of  general  interest  from  them  for  publication.  The  importance  of  the  work  of  the 
Literature  Commitiee  is  second  to  none  other. 

Week  of  Prayer.— Envelopes  for  the  observance  of  the  Week  of  Prayer  were 
distributed  this  year  and  it  was  obseived  in  some  societies.  Owing  to  a  delay  in 
printing  the  envelopes,  the  societies  did  not  receive  1  hem  as  soon  as  they  should,  and 
could  not  arrange  for  the  meetings.  I  recommend  that  the  first  week  in  January  be 
observed  as  a  Week  of  Prayer,  and  that  the  envelopes  be  distributed  at  least  a  month 
previous  to  that  time.    It  would  be  well  to  have  one  public  meeting  during  that  week. 

It  is  altogether  fitting  that  the  name  of  Mrs.  M.  C.  Rawl  be  mentioned  at  this 
meeting.  She,  who  labored  faithfully  for  this  organization  for  many  years,  has  left  us 
as  we  believe,  to  be  at  rest  with  God.  She  contributed  much  to  the  profit,  interest  and 
enthusiasm  of  these  meetings.  Hers  w?s  a  beautiful  life.  I  recommend  that  a  page 
of  our  Minutes  be  devoted  to  Mrs.  M.  C.  Rawl. 

We  all  learned  with  sadness  of  the  death  of  the  husband  of  oar  Treasurer.  The 
faithful  aud  efficient  services  of  Dr.  G.  W.  Holland  will  not  only  be  missed  by  the 
Church  at  large,  but  also  by  our  Missionary  Societies.  I  would  suggest  that  the 
Committee  on  Resolutions  make  a  suitable  minute  expressing  sympathy  for  our 
Treasurer  in  her  recent  sad  bereavement. 

I  recommend  that  the  Constitution,  after  a  careful  revision  and  also  some  Rules  of 
Order  be  pi  inted  with  the  Minutes.  Also  suggest  that  the  Rules  of  Order  be  distinctly 
read  from  the  Chair  immediately  a  iter  the  organization  of  the  Convention. 

Delegates  should  insist  upon  a  careful  perusal  of  the  Minutes  by  their  respective 
societies.  Let  us  uave  our  work  thoroughly  organized  and  systematized,  then  with - 
faithful  labor  and  believing  prayer  we  may  expect  great  resalts  for  the  glory  of  God. 

Let  our  motto  for  the  coining  year  be  "Whatsoever  He  saith  unto  you,  do  it."

At  the  meeting  of  our  Convention  in  Columbia  last  October  this  Com- 
mittee was  formed  to  furnish  Missionary  intelligence  to  the  Societies  in' 
our  Synod,  through  the  columns  of  The   Visitor,  which  was  our  only 
organ  of  communication.     The  Visitor  kindly  invited  the  co-operation 
of  our  Society  in  behalf  of  the  Woman's  Work. 

Apart  from  a  few  communications  sent  to  the  Societies  through  The 
Visitor,  from  our  humble  pen,  little  appeared  from  your  Committee.  As 
no  account  of  the  work  was  sent  us  from  any  Society,  it  was  impossible 
to  give  to  our  readers  any  gleanings  from  the  work  in  our  own  field.  We 
trust  there  has  been  the  usual  interest  and  growth  in  the  mission  work. 

During  the  summer  $3.70  was  sent  me  by  our  President,  Mrs.  Wyse, 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  tracts  for  distribution  among  a  number  of 
the  Societies.  This  was  done  to  the  fullest  extent  of  our  ability,  the 
tracts  being  accompanied  by  letter  sent  to  each  Society.  We  hope  this 
contribution  will  be  followed  by  others  that  much  good  may  result  from 
a  beginning  thus  made. 

We  would  call  attention  to  the  action  of  the  Synodical  Society  of 
Southwest  Virginia  at  its  late  Convention,  and  recommend  that  a  corres- 
ponding editor  be  elected  to  furnish  gleanings  from  our  State,  monthly, 
to  this  Woman's  Department,  which  will  appear  in  The  Visitor.
